BROOKLYN (UP) — Ag- 
ing Jackie Robinson, writing 
baseball history once again 
with an ever potent bat, 
slashed a clutch single which 
broke a 10-inning scoreless 
tie and defeated the New 
York Yankees, 1-0, today to 
square the world series for 
the Brooklyn Dodgers at 
three games each. 

Robinson, nearing the end of 
the baseball trail, had left five 
base runners stranded pre 
viously against the 95-mile-an- 
hour fast ball of Bullet Bob 
Turley.. But finally, with two 
out in the 10th inning and two 
men on via walks, the man who 
broke baseball's color line 
banged out the hit which car- 
ried Clem Labine to victory in 
the first World Series shutout 
at Ebbets Field in 36 years.

Mrs. Isabel B. LaFollette, wife of the for- 
mer Governor of Wisconsin, said recently 
that she has been organizing Women's Ex- 
change Servites to help retired women 
work and be useful and earn money. 
Says that many retired wo- 
men, if they would, could 
be very helpful in the fields 
of practical nursing, house- 
keeping and pinch-hitting 
for mothers. 

As Mrs. LaFollette says, 
there is such tremendous 
need for helpers in these 
fields, but the average wo- 
man prefers to be useless 
and lonely and poor. Why? 

Because she thinks these Dr. Alvarez 
jobs are beneath her. They are not beneath 
anyone. I know business women.who have 
had a terrible time finding a reliable woman 
to take over the job of running the home; 
and I know lonely women who have gone 
into a home where there was ample means, 
and have found comfort, usefulness, afflu 
ence, and sometimes a family to love and 
take care of 

Mrs. LaFollette advised women to (1) De- 
cide what values are most important to you; 
(2) Do not break Old ties too suddenly; (3) 
Be cautious about changing climates; (4) 
Cultivate quiet interests; (5) Limit physical 
abilities; (6) Decide whether it is worthwhile 
to keep up the old home. 


DISCOVERING DISEASE CARRIERS 

One of the greatest forward steps ever 
taken in medicine must soon be taken. It 
will be marked by the development of meth- 
ods for the recognition of carriers of the 
many hereditary diseases: A carrier a 
man (or woman) who carries more or less 
latent and hidden a tendency to a disease such 
as diabetes, gout epilepsy or schizophrenia 
(mental disease). In many cases the disease 
shows up when the person.is 40 or 50 

The great need for recognizing carriers is 
that if the man who carrids labetes happens 
to marry a woman who carries.the same 
tendency to disease, a high percentage of 
their children are likely to get it. If he were 
lucky enough to marry a woman with no 
diabetes in her stock their children might 
escape. 

Fine, thoughtful and enlightened persons 
with, let us say, epilepsy in their family are 
now coming in to say, “I worry about my 
children getting the disease Johnny and 
Joanie are, I think, free of it because they 
are good, happy and friendly children, but 
Fred here has always had his grandfather's 
terrible temper; he is diffieult and ‘ornery’

I then send the young man for an electro- 
encephalogram—a record of the tiny electric 
eurrents constantly. being formed in the 
brain—and back perhaps comes the report 
“typical epileptic spikes and seizure activity.” 

Then the mother may say, “That settles 
it. I have been much against Fred’s marry- 
ing the girl next door because I have heard 
that her brother, in hospital, has from time 
to time some sort of a fit.” And the mother 
is so right. If the girl should be a carrier 
of epilepsy some of their children would 
almost certainly be epileptics. 

I was impelled to write this column when 
I read just now the report of*Dr. D. S. Hsia, 
Miss K. W. Driscoll, Walter Troll, and Dr. W. 
E. Knox, of Harvard, who say that they have 
worked out a test on the blood for a ferment 
that handles a substance in the body called 
phenylalanine. About 1 in 100 persons lacks 
a normal-amount of this ferment. If he or 
she marries a person with a normal amount 
of the ferment there is only 1 chance in 
40,000 or so of their having a child with 
feeble-mindedness due to the improper han- 
dling of this chemical. But if a man with the 
defect happens to marry a woman with the 
same defect, 1 in 4 of their children is likely 
to be mentally defective. 

Today, more and more tests are being 
worked out to detect carriers. The son of a 
diabetic can have estimates made of his blood 
sugar; the son of a gouty father can have a 
measurement made of his blood uric acid; the 
son of a man who dropped dead at 40 can 
have his blood tested for a special type of 
molecule containing cholesterol; the son of a 
man with pernicious anemia can have his 
gastric juice and his blood tested, and so it 
goes. 

If we in America ever hope to avoid a 
tremendous amount of suffering, we will 
have to face this fact that when two carriers 
of a disease marry, terrible sorrow is likely 
to come to some of any children they may 
have. 


SPASTIC MUSCLES AND CALMING DRUGS 

Recently, Dr. Harriet D. Gillette of At- 
lanta reported that some spastic children 
with cerebral palsy who were too tense to 
talk or walk have shown marked improve- 
ment with the use of one of the new tran- 
quilizing drugs of the metrobamate type. It 
cut down, also, on tremor. The drug may 
help some persons with a severe arthritis 
when it is associated with spasm of the mus- 
cles. As a result of this relaxation, massage 
and passive exercises may do more good than 
they did before.

DECLINE IN TRAFFIC 
There also has been a slight 
decline in the flow of shipping 
through the canal since the 
walkout of Western employees 
But indications are that the 
tide gradually is rising again. 
The Egyptians claim they 
have solved their pilot problem 


| through rapid recruitment ana 


training of foreign and -local 
mariners. But most of their top 
pilots still are working in 
credibly long hours to get the 
ships through. 

These old company pilots 
often work 15 hours or more 
at a stretch to take a ship the 
whole length of. the canal, 
snatch a few hours sleep, and 
then take another convoy back 
again. 

The first few. new. pilots re- 
cruited have been allowed to 
take ships through the canal 
alone after training only a few 
weeks. The old company often 
required years of training. 

According to the Egyp 
tians, foreign pilots now in- 
clude 10 Americans, 15 Rus- 
sians, 13 Germans, 11 Yugo- 
slavs, 30 Greeks, 11 Poles, 
five Norwegians, two Span- 
lards, two Rumanians, seven

Mrs. Isabel B. LaFollette, wife of the for 
mer Governor of Wisconsin, said recently 
that she has been organizing Women's Ex 
change Services to help retired women to 
work and be useful and earn money. She 
says that many retired wo- 
men, if they would, could 
be very helpful in the fields 
of practical nursing, house- 
keeping and _ pinch-hitting 
for mothers, 

As Mrs. LaFollette says. 
there is such tremendous 
need for helpers in these 
fields, but the average wo- 
man prefers to be useless 
and Yonely and poor. Why? 

Because she thinks fhese Dr. Alvarez 
joes are beneath her. They are not beneath 
anyone. I know business women who have 
liad a terrible time finding a reliable woman 
to take over the job of running the home; 
and I know lonely women who have gone 
into a home where there was ample means, 
and have found comfort, usefulness, afflu 
ence, and sometimes a family to love and 
take care of. 

Mrs. LaFollette advised women to (1) De- 
cide what values are most important to you; 
(2) Do not break old ties too suddenly; (3) 
Be cautious about changing climates; 4) 
Cultivate quiet interests; (5) Limit physical 
abilities; (6) Decide whether it is worthwhile 
to keep up the old home. 


DISCOVERING DISEASE CARRIERS 

One of the greatest forward steps ever 
taken In medicine must soon be taken. It 
will-be marked by the development of meth- 
ods for the recognition of carriers of the 
many hereditary diseases. A carrier is a 
man (or woman) who carries more or less 
latent and hidden a tendency to a disease such 
as diabetes,, gout epilepsy or schizophrenia 
(mentai disease). In many cases the disease 
shows up when the person is 40 or 50. 

The great need for recognizing carriers is 
that if the man who carries diabetes happens 
to marry a woman who carries the same 
tendency to disease, a high percentage of 
their children are likely to get it. If he were 
lucky enough to marry a woman with no 
diabetes im her stock their children might 
escape. 

Fine, thoughtful and enlightened persons 
with, let us say, epilepsy in their family are 
now coming in to say, “I worry about my 
children getting the disease. Johnny and 
Joanie are, I think, free of it begause they 
are good, happy and friendly children, but 
Fred here has always had his grandfather's 
terrible temper; he is difficult and “‘ornery’ 


and he has always had awful nightmares 
there any test that will tell us that he 
a tendency to epilepsy?

I then send the young man for an electro 
encephalogram—a record of the tiny electric 
currents constantly formed in the 
brain—and back perhaps comes the report 
“typical epileptic spikes and seizure activity.” 

Then the mother may say, “That settles 
it. I have been much against Fred’s marry- 
ing the girl next door because_I have. heard 
that her brother, in hospital, has from time 
to_time some sort of a fit."- And the mother 
is so right. If the girl sheuld be a carrier 
of epilepsy some of their children would 
almost certainly be epileptics

I was impelled to! write this column when 
I read just now the report of Dr. D. S. Hsia, 
Miss K. W. Driscoll, Walter Troll, and Dr. W 
E. Knox, of Harvard, who say that they have 
worked out a test on the blood for-a ferment 
that handles a substance in the body called 
phenylalanine. About 1 in 100 persons lacks 
a normal amount of this ferment. If he or 
she marries a person with a normal amount 
of the ferment there is only’ 1 chance in 
40,000 or of their having a child with 
feeble-mindedness due to the improper han- 
dling of this chemical. But if a man with the 
defect happens to marry a woman with the 
same defect, 1 in 4 of their children is likely 
to be mentally defective 

Today, more and more tests are being 
worked out to detect carriers. The son of a 
diabetic can have estimates made of his blood

The present charge, now roughly 40 per cent of the 
operating cost of each RCMP member under contract will 
be increased to 50 per cent in small towns and to 75 per cent 
in municipalities with a population of 5,000 or more requir- 
ing more than five members of the force

WIFE SUES SERIES HERO 
LARSEN; HE SENDS $420 


NEW YORK (AP) — A few hours after his 
estranged wife started a state Supreme Court action 
Monday aimed at withholding his world series money, 
pitcher Don (No-Hit) Larsen-of New York Yankees 
sent her $420. 

The action, lodged by Vivian A. Larsen a few 
hours. before her hus- 
band, pitched the first 
perfect game in world 
series “history as Yan- 
kees defeated Dodgers 
2-0, claimed the pitcher 
owed her $420 in back 
support payments. 

The court order, re- 
turnable Oct. 16 re- 
quires Larsen, the New 
York Yankee Baseball 
Club and Ford Frick, 
commissioner of * base- 
ball, to show cause why 
Larsen’s world series
